belligerents. 


He 
warned 
that 
a 
militant 
spirit of Americanism must com- 
bat "enemies without our ga.tes." 
Walsh was keynote speaker at 


the opening sesfcorf of the 
five 
day convention that has attracted 
130,000 American veterans of the 
last war. 
He said 
"The 
most 
striking lesson of the present war 
spirit isthat weakness encourages 
aggression." 
"We must not be content," he 
declared, "until we have an Amer- 
ican navy of such size that it may 
single handed be a match against 
any foreign power or combination 
of powers. It must be a navy of 
sufficient size and mobility as to 
afford adequate protection to both 
the Atlantic and Pacific seaboard, 
under any conceivable set of cir- 
cumstances."

gram monopolized all interest for 
the fight for the national com- 
mandership was over before the

FRENCH TO CZECHS 


Locrano Pact Provides Paris 


Must Aid In "Unpro- 


voked Attack." 
By Associated 1'ress. 


France is bound by two treaties 
to help Czechoslovakia against in- 
vasion. But one wraps its military^ 
punch in a heavily padded glovev 
and a big "if" hedges the other. 
Soviet Russia has no obligation 
toward 
Czechoslovakia u n l e s s 
France goes to her help first. 


Great Britain steadfastly has re- 


fused to commit herself definitely. 
The first of France's treaty 
promises is a pact diawn in Paris 
in 1924 saying- that France and 
Czechoslovakia will "adopt a com- 
mon attitude and agree on meas- 
ures to take" in the event of cer- 
tain things happening. 


A restoration of the Hohenzol- 
lerns in Germany was one of those 
things. 
The second, signed at Locarno 
in 1925, provides France will give 
immediate aid to Czechoslovakia 
"acting in application of article 16 
of the covenant of the League of 
Nations" in the event of an "un- 
provoked attack." 
Article 16 says, in effect, that 


nations resorting to war after re- 
fusing to talk things over with 
an aibitrator are 
automatically 
guilty of an act of war 'agnmst 
other league members. 
But it 


also says it is the duty of the 
1 league council 
to 
decide what 
measures should be used to pro- 
tect Czechoslovakia. 


That is one loophole. 
The meaning of the word 
'un- 
provoked" is another. 
The consensus in French news- 
papers is that Fi ^incr would be 
.-bsolved if the 
j" rague govern- 
ment should provoke" Germany 
hy rejecting the 
Franco-British 
r.dviee to cede Sudetenland to the 
nazis.

The cold, which has brought 
readings 20 degrees below normal 
for mid September, extended south 
into Missouri, dropping the mer- 
cury at St. Joseph to 40, the cold- 
est ever recorded there this earlv 
in the autumn. Rain with a dash 
of sleet brought a trace of mois- 
ture to Omaha Sunday evening. 
Low temperature there Monday 
morning was 38. 


Other low readings: Weeping 


Water 33, McCool Junction 34, 
Stromsburg 35, Seward 36, Sioux 
City 36. Valentine 36, Chadron 
and North Platte 38. Skies were 
clear thruout the state Monday. 
High temperature in Lincoln Sun- 
day was 63 and at some points out 
state the mercury failed to reach 
the 60 degree mark. 


Dean Burr of the college of agri- 
culture does1 not expect to find 
corn damaged by the early frost, 
altho he expressed fear for some 
sorghum. 
He said the frost ap- 
parently was not severe enough to 
stop

of late corn 
leaving it soft. 


DES MOINES, la. UP). The first 
frost of the season struck Iowa 
Sunday night, with freezing tem- 
peratures in the northwest part 
of the state, which probably did 
some damage-to crops.

to Mr. Roosevelt and a copy of an 
answering letter described by the 
association as signed by David K. 
Nilcs, assistant works progress ad- 
ministrator, which read in part: 
"The white house has referred to 
this administration yo'ur letter of 
Sept. 1 * * * for your information 
we are enclosing copy of general 
letter No. 90. You will note from 
this that WPA workers are free 
to organize and select representa- 
tives of their own choosing." 


Meinere, in his letter 
to 
the 
president, attacking: an existing 
WPA union known as the Workers 
Alliance -as bearing "the taint of 
communism." 
Meisnere went on to say that 


1,000 members had been enrolled 
in less than a week. He added that 
the* organization 
would hold a 
"monster rally" here- soon, and 
asked the president to address it.

eral days has materially increased 
our chances for a good old Indian 
summer such as Nebraskans look 
forward to each fall, says W. F. 
Rumbaugh, 
first 
assistant 
to 
Thomas A. Blair, meteorologist at 
thr University of Nebraska and 
chirf of the weather bureau. At 6 
a. m. the thermometer dropped to 
38 degrees, just one degree nbove 
the coUIe.it rending over recorded 
on Sept. 10. The previous reading 
of 37 was in 1890. 


A 
liijht frost 
was Tioticeable 
early in Lhe morning. Rumbaug.h 
reported that there was likely to 
he n killing frost in the lower 
areas in the parts of the state re- 
porting 30 degree weather. The 
first kilting frost to strike Lincoln 
and vicinity a year ago waa on Oct. 


14. A glance at the 1937 figures re- 
veal that the temperature Oct. 19 
a year ago was 49 degrees. While 
It frequently happens, Rumbaugh 
said, that temperatures here in 
Nebraska fall 10 degrees below 
the norm, It Is unusual for them to 
drop 20 degrees below the normal 
as it did early Monday, 
Tuesday, however, will find the 


wind blowing out of the south, 
with warmer weather ju.sl around 
the corner. The cold snap of the 
pnsl week has hern due to the 2R 
degree weather in and 
around 
Winnipeg. Wearing added wraps 
at this time of yenr may mean a 
moderate and pleasant fall for the 
weeks yet to come,, the meteorolo- 
gist explained, because records re- 
veal that whi»n hot wcathrr con- 
tinues thru th« early fall the first 
sudden drop in temperatures is 
likely to herald the corning of win- 
ter.

WASHINGTON. UP). President 
Roosevelt 
arranged 
conferences 


with state department officials on 
the neutrality law, trade treaties 
and the general foreign situation. 
He also went over the neutrally 
problem with Chairman McReyn- 
olds (d., Tenn.) of the house for- 
eign affairs committee. 
The neutrality act provides that 
embargoes must apply alike to all 
combatant nations. 
After his conference MeRcynolds 


said possible amendments to the 
act were not discussed and that 
he saw no reason for changing 
the law. 
He added, however, that he felt 
a section permitting the president 
to require a "cash and carry" basis 
for purchases of war materials In 
this country by belligerents should 
be re-enacted, but "a change in 
conditions might change my opin- 
ion." 
At the state department It was 
said the advice and collaboration 
of the United States in the present 
European crisis had not been naked 
by any government nor offered by 
this government 
Officially Secretary Hull is say- 


ing nothing about the crisis, de- 
spite dispatches from abroad indi- 
cating efforts are being made to 
induce the United tSatert to adopt 
an attitude. 


Hull was on the president's en- 
gagement list Monday as was As- 
sistant Secretary of State Sayre. 


When Sayre left the white house 
he told reporters that the foreign 
situation had not halted pend- 
ing trade negotiations. 
He added 
that he hoped for an early con- 
clusion of trade treaties with Can- 
ada and England.

that It would cbst to reproduce 
new all of Its property plus over- 
head the sum of 91.185.llS. but 
that considering depreciation the 
value is now $655,483. 


Some months ago Commission 


Engineer Cargo submitted a valu- 
ation of the property he made. He 
found reproduction new value of 
$533,455 or present depreciated 
value of $310,058. These are not 
directly comparable with the com- 
pany figures for the reason that 
the commission engineer based his 
upon thJI transformation of the 
business^into that of bus service 
entirely, while the company's en- 
gineering firm followed the custo- 
mary 
methods of valuing the 


property as It is now constituted, 
and adding $40,000 going concern 
value, which Engineer Cargo did 
noi. include. Going conqern value 
is estimated upon the difference 
In value between a plant that is 
actually 
In 
operation 
and 
one 


merely in place. 
« 
Engineer Hollister finds that the 


reproduction new value of 
the 
physical property, including lands 
and buildings, is $1,007,037, and 
the present value $539,541. To this 
he adds $40,000 for going concern 
value and $138,081 for intangibles, 
such RS $15,000 for franchise costs, 
$15,000 for law expenses, and also 
for interest and taxes during con- 
struction 
and 
other 
overhead 
items, 
depreciated 
at 
$75,944. 
L. M. Troup and John M. Alexan- 
der appraised the real estate. 
These figures are submitted in 


proceedings begun by the com- 
mission to determine proper rates 
to be charged. The hearing, orig- 
inally set for Monday, was con- 
tinued until Oct. 10, In order to 
give the commission staff time to 
examine the appraisals.

Czechs 
Themselves 


Likely to Fight to Retain 


Their Province. 


WARNS OF DANGER OF 


DEPENDING ON RELIEF 


LONDON, (UP). Great Britain and Franco agreed to sur- 


remler to the demands of Adolf Hitler and let him have his 
way in the Sudeten German area of Czechoslovakia. The cab- 
inets of both countries accepted the partition plan, the French 
unanimously and the British, it was understood, "in principle." 


Prime 
Minister 
CKamberlain 
told his cabinet what he told -the 
French ministers who flew to Lon- 
don for the final decision—that 
Hitler would march to obtain sat- 
isfaction, 
whatever 
the 
conse- 
quences, and that the present pro- 
posals constitute the only peaceful 
way out. 
The proposal Is to have Czech- 
oslovakia cede to Hitler the Su- 
deten areas where Germans form 
heavy majority of the popula- 
tion. A plebiscite would be held to 
determine .'.he status of other Su- 
deten areas extensively populated 
by Germans. 
, 
The remainder 
of Czechoslo- 
vakia would become an 
inter- 
national ward, the powers guaran- 
teeing the new frontiers. 


The decision will be communi- 
cated to Hitler as soon as another 
meeting between him and Prime 
Minister Chamberlain can be ar- 
ranged at Godesberg, on the Rhine. 


The attitude of Czechoslovakia 
was not taken Into account. The 
ministers of Britain and Prance 
seemed to feel that she would have 
to accept. 


Czechoslovakia, however, voiced 
its determination to resist and 
speeded preparations to defend 
every inch of territory, realizing 
that defeat Is certain uness out- 
aide aid comes, and that outside 
aid is now unlikely. 


Czech* Repeat Stand. 


PRAGUE. 
(UP). The govern- 
ment 
spokesman repeated

Monday that Czechoslovakia will 
light rkther Ihan cede an inch of 
territory, .but (there were Indica- 
tions that the government would 
at least cbneidcr the British-French 
proposal. 


Evidence of ft »oftentng of the 


Czech attitude came after a long 
cabinet session. Altho President 
Benes, Premier Hodza and Foreign 
Minister Krofta in the last few 
days have gone on record against 
ceding any territory or holding a 
plebiscite, the cabinet took no de- 
cision one way or another. 
That seemed to indicate at least 
that the Britlah-French plan of 
partition, in principle, might not

Growers Disturbed. 


Spencer described fruit growers 
as "seriously disturbed" over the 
situation. He said the grape crop, 
which 
is 
highly perishable,

ready for movement and that the 
picking of apples has started and 
will continue for the next three 
or four weeks. 


It is essential, he said, that this 


fruit be moved, "if only to Omaha 
where it can be placed in cold 
storage." The crop, he said, \vill 
be ruined if it cannot be moved 
to market or proper storage fa- 
cilities.

Vaccine for 


Whooping 


Cough

WHOOPING COUGH Is one of 


the enemies of childhood. It weak- 
ens th« body of the child so that 
other diseases can successfully at- 
tack him. This dreaded Infecticn 
la especially dangerous ' 
infants 


It is highly contagious. 


For a number of years experi- 


ments have been made to prepare a 
vaccine which can be Injected into 
children to protect them against 
whooping cough. Dr Louis Sauer, 
of Evanston, 111., well-known child 
specialist, has prepared such a 
vaccine. 
For a number of years 


this vaccine has been used and the 
amount of protection given by it 
to children has been observed. The 
vaccine is given by Injection un- 
der the skin, the children receiving 
an amount equal to about two tea- 
spoons of the vaccine altogether 


The only way that the val e of 


such a vaccine can be measured is 
to see what happens to children 
who have been vaccinated when 
they pass through an epidemic of 
whooping cough. 
Just such a 


situation developed In the Summit 
County Children's Home. In April, 
1934, 50 children In this children's 
home who nad never had whooping 
cough were given injections of this 
vaccine. In April, 1936, two years 
later, an epidemic of whooping 
cough broke out in one of the de- 
partments in which 29 children be- 
tween the ages of three and seven 
years were living Of these 29 chil- 
dren, 12 had never had whooping 
cough and had not received the 
vaccine; nine had been given the 
vaccine two years previously; eight 
had had 
whooping cough pre- 


viously. All 20 developed It. 


It was found that those children 


who had never had any vaccine and 
had not previously had whooping 
cough continued to cough through- 
out the seven-week period, and all 
of these had rather severe cases 
However, in the children who had 
had the vaccine, the disease was 
not 
severe. 
Six 
of 
the 
nine 


coughed for only three weeks, one 
coughed but one week, and another 
coughed one day, while the ninth 
child had no coughing attacks for 
the entire period of the sickness 
Of the children who had had the 
disease previously, five coughed for 
periods 
averaging about 
three 


weeks; two for but one week, and 
one child had a mild form of the 
disease with little coughing. 


Thus, it seems from these ofa- 


Bervatlons that the injections of 
whooping 
cough vaccine, while 


they may not in all Instances pro- 
tect the child against the disease, 
do seem to make the attacks much 
milder. They shorten the course of 
the disease and keep the cough 
from breaking down the child's 
health so that other infections, 
such as pneumonia, may develop. 
Furthermore, the study seems to 
indicate that one attack of whoop- 
ing cough does not necessarily 
protect the child against further 
attacks of this disease.
